More than 50 per cent of the
crime committed today is the
product of juvenile delinquency,
Deputy Sheriff William A. Bar-
ron, -of the sheriff's juvenile
crime prevention bureauy,- told
Torrance Lions club members
Tuesday noon in Civic Auditor-
ium. He- declared’ that the per-
petrators of this percentage of
crime are under 18 years of age.

Declaring’ that Torrance has a
good record of juvomlc crime
prevention, he paid high com-
pliment to the Teen Age Tartar
Town _club which is providing
regular programs for the youth
of the community. He cited it
as one club where the boys and
girls are having a free rein in
the affairs of the club, and de-
clared that where these clubs
fail it usually i§ due to adult
control or making it too easy
for the youth.

Burglary is the most common
offense of juvenile delinquents,
he said, with robbery next, and
he said that offender young-

concealed. weapons and to, use
them.

He said no one has been able
to put. his. finger on,_the causc
of juvenile dclmqucncy, but de-
ciared that often it is the com.
munity, many times the parent,
and that often the sheriff’s of-
fice is able to rehabilitate a
voung hoy or girl who is head-
cd for a career of crime.

Meat Supply

Citing supporung fac(‘: and
figures, Frank 8. Balthis Jr.,
OPA district director, today told
a press conference that there
had been an improvement in the
supply of meat and meat sub-
stitutes in this area and held
out, hope for a continued in-
crease in the coming months.

Among highlights~ of “Balthis®
statement were the following:

1. Army set-asides of meat
have been reduced and there
was hope that this condition
would continue,

2. Slaughter of beef, veal,
sheep,- lambs -and- hogs - in this
area for the first half of this
year showed a 15 per cent in-
creage over the same period last
year, $

8. The Patman. Amendment,
which permits non-federally in-
spected meat to be shipped
across ‘state lines, had augmen-
ted the flow of meat into this
area and indications were that
this condition would continue.

4. Reduction of freight’ rates
from the middle west to the
coast,: authorized by the Inter-
state Commerce Commission ef-
fective September 10, should
mean that more meat will be
shipped here.

5. The OPA’s drive against
black markets particularly
against distributors of counter-
feit red stamps—has. been very
effective and has resulted in
more meat going into regular
channels available to the honest
shopper.

6. Increased subsidies to live-
stock feeders and slaughter
houses gives indications of in-
creasing the supply of meat lo-
cally.
